1. There are 35 counties listed here. There are 84 centers receiving Technical Support and 
33 centers receiving operational support. Below it looks like only 33 centers are contracted? 
Just want to confirm that this numbers are all correct. 

Answer: There are a total of 33 pregnancy resource centers included in the grant. Several 
pregnancy resource centers serve women in more than one county. For that reason, the list 
of counties specified in the Scope of Work is not limited to 33 resource centers. Mecklenburg 
county is where the main program office for Carolina Pregnancy Care fellowship is located, 
therefore we included them in the list of counties. The main office in Mecklenburg provides 
technical support to the 33 centers. 

2. Is this 33 centers or 33 staff members? Same question below in performance. Confusing 
as there are also 33 centers receiving operational support. 

Answer: This is 33 staff members. Each center must send at least one person. 

3. This is a bit confusing to me. Is the contractor terminating services with a Center, or is 
the contractor documenting each time that any client is terminated from all the centers? Is 
this for ALL referrals from all centers or is it somehow related to the centers with 
terminations?? Is this documentation reported back to the State somehow? 

Answer: Each Center will report reasons why services are no longer being provided to clients, 
including what referrals, if any, were made to community resources. 

4. Is 'all purchases' defined somewhere as a specific type of purchase or is this everything 
that a center purchases? Is this related to #10? 

Answer: This is not defined as a specific type of purchase, it is inclusive of #10, but also 
includes any items indicated in the Center budgets that will be purchased. This is to help the
